Finance. Federal 
budget won't have 
impact on shipbuilding 
contract: Ministers 


National Defence took a big hit 
in Thursday’s federal budget, 
but this is not expected to af¬ 
fect the shipbuilding contract, 
said Nova Scotia Finance Min¬ 
ster Graham Steele. 

Federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty is trimming $5.2 
billion in annual spending, 
with the National Defence 
budget receiving the biggest 
cut of $1.1 billion by 2014- 
15. Alternatively, the Coast 
Guard is receiving $5.2 billion 
over 11 years for new boats 
and helicopters. 

“The federal government 
says it’s going to keep the 
regular forces at the same 
level, that’s promising, so 
the details on this are yet to 
come,” Steele said. 


MacKayspeaks 


Defence Minister Peter MacKay 
told Metro the Irving shipbuild¬ 
ing contract would not be 
negatively affected by cuts to his 
department. 

• "That money is earmarked. 
That money is there, it's solid 
within the budget," he said. 


• 'This is going to create huge 
advantages for our province 
in the future," MacKay added. 
"That's why I'm glad to see 
this budget contains meas¬ 
ures that are aimed at helping 
with training, helping to 
highlight programs that will 
be available to young people 
and people who want to get 
back in the workforce."

He said it appears the cuts 
won’t affect the shipbuilding 
contract, but he’d like con¬ 


crete reassurance from De¬ 
fence Minister Peter MacKay. 

“It’s so important to Nova 
Scotia’s future,” Steele said. 

He said his staff have 
combed through the budget 
documents and found noth¬ 
ing that would require the 
Nova Scotia budget to change. 

“I expect to deliver the 
provincial budget next week 
as scheduled,” Steele said. 

He’s also concerned about 
the impacts of cuts to the At¬ 
lantic Canada Opportunities 
Agency ($17.9 million in on¬ 
going reductions), Depart¬ 
ment of Fisheries and Oceans 
($79.3 million) and changes 
in the business model for the 
National Research Council. 

Mayor Peter Kelly is also 
worried about the impacts of 
cuts to defence. 

“We wouldn’t want to see 
any impact to the naval oper¬ 
ations,” Kelly said. “I want to 
make sure it wouldn’t impact 
that approved (shipbuilding) 
contract.” Jennifer taplin/metro

Government 
jobs on the 
move? 

The province is looking at 
moving some government 
offices out of HRM. 

“There are some ser¬ 
vices that could actually 
be better delivered from 
communities outside of 
Halifax,” Premier Darrell 
Dexter told reporters after 
Thursday’s throne speech. 

Technology these days 
means that work doesn’t 
have to be done in Hali¬ 
fax, he said. 

Further details, includ¬ 
ing how many public- 
sector workers will be 
impacted and the costs 
of moving, will come 
through the budget, Dex¬ 
ter said. 

He did say it “wouldn’t 
be thousands” of jobs, and 
employees, unions and 
departmental stakehold¬ 
ers would be consulted 
first. 

“It will be done in 
areas it makes sense,” he 
said, but he was not will¬ 
ing to give examples. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said it needs to be 
determined if government 
is moving departments or 
growing bureaucracy. 

Dexter said it’s not 
growing bureaucracy but 
putting existing functions 
in communities where 
it makes more sense for 
them to be. 

While not opposed 
to the idea, Tory Leader 
Jamie Baillie called it an 
empty promise since it 
refers to new and consoli¬ 
dating departments, of 
which there are none at 
the moment. 

Mayor Peter Kelly 
said he can understand 
the need to relocate on a 
small scale if necessary, 
but he also said HRM is 
accessible and centrally 
located in the province. 

“As long as there is rea¬ 
son and rationale to go 
along with it and not carte 
blanche,” he said.

nomic growth is booming in 
Nova Scotia, she said. 

“Nova Scotia is heading 
into an era of what promises 
to be great prosperity,” she 
said. 

Most of the speech re¬ 
volved around upcoming 
plans and strategies like 
the Welcome Home to Nova 
Scotia, the province’s new 
immigration strategy, and 
the Cape Breton Strategic 
Framework Advancement 
project. 

The province will es¬ 
tablish a special operating 
agency to involve tourism 


operators and experts to 
create a long-term tourism 
strategy. There will also be 
strategies on improving 
mental-health and addic¬ 
tions care, fisheries and a 
mineral incentive program 
providing financial assist¬ 
ance to prospectors. 

In terms of legislation, 
Status of the Artist legisla¬ 
tion will be introduced this 
spring session to “reflect 
the importance of art and 
culture to Nova Scotians.” 
There’s also a new cleaner- 
energy framework and a 
Fish Harvesters Registration 


and Certification Act on the 
way. 

At best lacking and at 
worst “fiction,” Liberal Lead¬ 
er Stephen McNeil and Tory 
Leader Jamie Baillie were not 
at all impressed with this 
direction of government. 

“Nova Scotians will be 
disappointed from what 
they heard today,” McNeil 
said. “There’s nothing in 
this throne speech that ad¬ 
dresses rising power costs in 
the province of Nova Scotia. 
Nothing in this helps Nova 
Scotians with the rising cost 
of gasoline.” 

Baillie said the promises 
within the speech are mis¬ 
leading. 

“To tell all Nova Scotians 
they’re putting more money 
back in their pockets when 
they’ve taken out $743 from 
each of us in extra HST is a 
work of fiction.”

Sharing quality news for 
free at the right time, in the 
right place, and in the right 
format continues to be the 
recipe for success at Metro, 
which grew in all seven mar¬ 
kets in which it was meas¬ 
ured, according to results 
released Thursday by the 
Newspaper Audience Data¬ 
bank (NADbanlc). 

Metro Canada now 
reaches 1,492,700 daily and 
3,388,900 weekly readers 
coast to coast in Halifax, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, 
Calgary, Edmonton and Van¬ 
couver. 

In comparison to NAD- 
banlc 2010 results, this 
represents an increase of 
129,700 daily readers and 
372,100 weekly readers. 

These latest results show 
Metro Canada continues to 
reach more adults 18 and 
over than the Globe and 
Mail and National Post com¬ 
bined. 

Locally, Halifax grew a 
whopping 40 per cent year 
over year, with more than 
one in five Haligonians read¬ 
ing Metro every day and one 
in two every week. 

“The NADbanlc results 



confirm just what a huge 
impact Metro has had in 
Halifax since entering the 
market just four years ago,” 
says Greg Lutes, Metro group 
publisher, Eastern Canada. 

“More and more Haligon¬ 
ians every year are mak¬ 
ing the switch from a trad¬ 
itional daily newspaper to 
Metro, reflected in the fact 
that Metro readership grew 
by 33,000 readers, while the 
other two daily papers in the 
market lost readers.”

CanJet has laid off the last 18 
flight attendants working out 
of Halifax, the union says. 

Mary Fougere is the union 
local’s president and one of 
those who lost her job. 

She said they met with 
the company Monday and 
learned they were all losing 
their positions. 

“There was no sign lead¬ 
ing up to this. We were on 
the end of a successful win¬ 
ter flying season,” she told 


Metro on Thursday. 

CanJet mainly offered 
winter routes to sunshine 
destinations out of Halifax. 

“We’re in shock that 
they’re laying off all the 
members,” she said. 

CanJet could not be 
reached for comment, but 
Fougere said the cutbacks 
were due to a reduction in 
flights out of Halifax. 

The 18 Halifax flight at¬ 
tendants are senior staff and 


have bumping rights across 
the countiy. The nearest base 
is Montreal. The other bases 
are in Toronto and Vancouver. 

“They are having to 
make very tough decisions 
about relocating,” Fougere 
said. “They did tell us they 
had hope that one day they 
would be able to recall these 
members.” 

She said CanJet did not 
tell them when any recall 
would take place. The cuts 


take effect on April 9.

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Man assaulted. Four 
charged in Tantallon 
home invasion

Police say four people were 
arrested on Wednesday even¬ 
ing, minutes after a man was 
badly beaten during an armed 
home invasion in Tantallon. 

Halifax RCMP Const. Tam¬ 
my Lobb said officers made a 
“spectacular” takedown just 
after 6:30 p.m., stopping a 
vehicle full of suspects as it 
fled the scene. Lobb said po¬ 
lice found a firearm in the 
car, as well as cash. 

“Four suspects broke into 
the home and restrained the 
residents. An adult man was 
assaulted with a pipe and 
suspects used a firearm to 
threaten them and demand 
a quantity of cash,” she said. 

It is understood the vic¬ 
tim’s wife and teenage son 
were also present. 

A source with knowledge 
of the assault told Metro a 
blue car pulled up in front of 
the house and three people 
wearing hoods and masks 
raced inside brandishing 
guns. 

The source said the man 
in the house was tied up and

severely beaten. The three as¬ 
sailants ran out of the house 
and fled in the waiting car, 
but were stopped by police. 

The home invasion hap¬ 
pened on Hemlock Drive, in 
a subdivision with only one 
main way in and out. 

The four people stopped 
were in Halifax provincial 
court on Thursday to face 
about 70 charges, includ¬ 
ing brealc-and-enter, robbeiy 
with a firearm, assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm, unlawful 
confinement and a range of 
firearms offences. 

Police don’t believe the at¬ 
tack was random. The man 
was taken to hospital and re¬ 
leased Thursday.

Farm under quarantine 


More cases of 
salmon virus found 

The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency says it could 
take months before a Nova 
Scotia fish farm at the 
centre of a salmon virus 
outbreak is removed from 
quarantine. The federal 
agency says on its website 
that it has confirmed 
additional cases of infec¬ 
tious salmon anemia at a 
commercial aquaculture 
operation in the province. 
New Brunswiclc-based 
Cooke Aquaculture has said 
the virus was discovered at 
its operation in Shelburne 
Harbour.

About 100 people packed the 
Bloomfield Centre on Thursday 
night for an HRM presentation 
on the possible locations for a 
north-south bike corridor on 
peninsular Halifax. 

David Maclssaac, the HRM 
staffer making the presen¬ 
tation, said the municipal¬ 
ity wants to pull in as many 
thoughts on the routes as pos¬ 
sible. 

“What are their priorities 
for where cycling routes should 
be on the peninsula?” he said. 
“We want to hear what type 
of routes they think would at¬ 
tract more people to ride their 
bikes.” 

The corridors being looked 
at are Novalea and Gottingen 
streets; Agricola Street to Bell 
Road; Windsor Street to Ver¬ 
non Street; and Connaught

Avenue. 

About eight per cent of 
commuter trips on the penin¬ 
sula are on a bike. HRM wants 
to double that figure within 20 
years. 

The new route could be laid 
as soon as next year, although 
it could take longer if the se¬ 
lected route is more complicat¬ 
ed. The route would be painted 
on the road and signed. 

Depending on where it 
goes, it would involve losing 
parking spaces used by resi¬ 
dents and businesses, having 
cyclists riding with vaiying 
levels of traffic and having dif¬ 
fering levels of connectivity to 
other bike routes. 

Scott Grundy is a north-end 
resident and frequent cycler. 
He backs the Argricola route, 
but says any bike lanes would 
be an improvement. 

“It’s not the safest,” he said.

A recent tide of good eco¬ 
nomic news about the fed¬ 
eral shipbuilding contract 
and Shell’s return to the off¬ 
shore is buoying the spirits of 
people in HRM. 

There has been a 16 per 
cent increase in the number 
of respondents rating the 
provincial economy as good 
to excellent compared to 
the previous year. And this 
is translating into consumer 
confidence when it comes 
to how people are planning 
their household budgets. 

Sixty-seven per cent say 
they are comfortable making 
a major purchase in today’s 
economy. This is up seven per 
cent over the same period last 
year. Generally hesitation to 
spend has gone down almost 
10 per cent over the same per¬ 
iod. 

Statistics from other 
sources suggest the short¬ 
term benefactors from this 
mood change have been in the 
real estate and auto-sales area. 
People continue to be some-

what concerned about their 
job security, however. Almost 
one-third of our respondents 
indicate that they are worried 
about their jobs. 

It will be interesting to see 
whether these numbers in¬ 
crease in the coming months 
as governments at all levels 
appear to be making job cut¬ 
backs. 

But optimism is generally 
growing. Only 14 per cent of 
our survey group expected 
the economy to deteriorate 
over the next 12 months. An¬ 
other 61 per cent felt they will 
be able to save in the coming 
year and almost 72 per cent 
intend to reduce their debt.

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Federal budget puts economic 
growth in hands of private sector

Budget. Government 
appears intent on 
making it easier for 
businesses to get the 
green light on major 
resource projects 


Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
is giving Canada’s corporate 
titans the means to drive the 
economy — while signalling 
government is moving to the 
back seat. 

Thursday’s massive 

budget — at nearly 500 pages 
it is one-third bigger than last 
year’s — is chock-a-block full 
of direct spending and incen¬ 
tives to help firms expand, 
invest and export, as well as 
measures designed to shed 
some of the shackles on their 
growth. 

“They are trying to create 
a favourable environment in 
which businesses can grow. 
The government is telling 
business, ‘We carried the 
ball during the recession, 
now it’s your turn,’ ” said TD 
Bank chief economist Craig 
Alexander. 

That budget suggests 
government is getting out 
of the business of stimulat¬ 
ing the economy. In fact, Ot¬ 
tawa is creating a slight fiscal 
drag with average spending 
growth of 2.1 per cent over 
the next five years that is a 
shade under inflation. 

The message of the budget 
is that future growth will 
have to come from exporting 
to other countries and busi¬ 
ness investments in plants, 


machinery and equipment. 

“Speedier regulatory 
approvals, limits on em¬ 
ployment insurance rates, 
improvements on the foreign 
worker program, venture 
capital, what they are doing 
to support small business in¬ 
novation, that’s all important 
stuff,” Jayson Myers of the 
Canadian Manufacturers and 
Exporters said. 

Myers withdraws praise 
in changes to the Scientific 
Research and Experimental 
Development program to 
reduce the tax credit rate 


and withdraw capital from 
eligible expenditures. He 
said that will hit Canada’s 
research and development 
heavyweights, who might ex¬ 
port R&D elsewhere. 

But there’s some modest 
new money, he said Haif¬ 
a-billion dollars of venture 
financing for start-ups and 
$1.1 billion over five years 
for direct research and de¬ 
velopment to help both big 
and small businesses become 
more competitive. 

Flaherty has long com¬ 
plained that Canada does not 


get a big enough bang for the 
buck on its R&D spending. 
His budget makes it clear he 
believes this re-focusing on 
commercialization might 
change the current record. 

“In spite of our efforts so 
far, Canada is not keeping up 
with other advanced econ¬ 
omies on this crucial front,” 
Flaherty told the Commons. 

“The result (of the new 
approach) will be to position 
Canada to succeed in the 
knowledge economy of the 
21st century.”

A pennysaved is 
now nothing but 

The humble one-cent piece 
is set to disappear from 
Canadian pockets, a victim of 
inflation. 

Thursday’s federal budget 
said the Royal Canadian Mint 
will strike the last of the little 
coins this fall. The budget 
says the cost of minting a 
penny has risen to 1.6 cents 
or $11 million a year. Its pur¬ 
chasing power has fallen to a 
20th of its original value. 

“Some Canadians consider 
the penny more of a nuis¬ 
ance than a useful coin,” the 
budget documents said. 

Pennies will still be 
legal tender, but as they 
slowly vanish from circula¬ 
tion, prices will have to be 
rounded up or down. If the 
customer has the pennies, 
they can use them. Payments 
with debit or credit cards, or 
cheques, can also be to the 
penny. But if the customer is 
paying cash and doesn’t have 


the pennies, the total will go 
up or down to the nearest 
nickel. For example, $1.02 
will become $1 and $1.03 will 
be $1.05. 

The budget said experi¬ 
ence in other countries that 
have dropped low-denomina¬ 
tion coins suggests there will 
be no impact on inflation. 

The penny has been 
under fire for years. New 
Democrat MP Pat Martin has 
introduced private member’s 
bills over the years to lull it 
and expressed surprise at the 
budget measure. 

“Nobody’s more surprised 
than me that I got something 
into a Conservative budget,” 
he said, adding the penny 
should have disappeared 
years ago. 

“There’s 30 billion pen¬ 
nies in circulation and every 
year they were minting a 
billion more,” he said. “It was 
just a no-brainer, slam dunk, 
that it’s a place where we 
could save some money.

Winnipeg. Former 
political advisor says 
he will focus on raising 
sons after being 
exonerated in wife’s 
murder 


Minutes after being found not 
guilty in the brutal killing of his 
wife, former political adviser 
Mark Stobbe told reporters he 
would like to know who the 
killer was, but it’s not his task 
to find out. 

“I’ve heard the judge say on 
many occasions that that isn’t 
my job. It’s not something I 
can speculate on,” Stobbe, 53, 
said outside court. “Of course, I 
want to know.” 

Stobbe added he now wants 
to focus on raising his two 
teenaged sons. 

“I’m veiy proud of my sons. 

I know their mother would 
be too.” 


After two days of delibera¬ 
tions, a 12-member jury found 
Stobbe not guilty of second- 
degree murder Thursday in 
the death of his wife, Beverly 
Rowbotham. Her bludgeoned 
body was found in her car 
15 kilometres away from the 
couple’s home in St. Andrew’s, 
Man., in the early hours of Oct. 
25, 2000. 

When the verdict was read 
in a Winnipeg courtroom,

Replica of 
world’s largest 
snake on display 


Monster snake. 

Prehistoric Titanoboa 
was the length of 
a bus and weighed 
about 2,500 pounds 


A prehistoric monster snake 
the length of a school bus 
that likely fed on supersize 
turtles and crocodiles has 
made its way to the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution for an ex¬ 
hibit opening Friday. 

The National Museum of 
Natural History is featuring a 
life-size replica of Titanoboa 
along with a cast of its large 
vertebra through January 
2013. When it was alive, the 
snake averaged 48 feet long. 

Fossils from the world’s 
largest snake were first dis¬ 
covered in 2004 in a coal mine 
in Colombia that once was a 
rainforest. Eventually bones

and anacondas. 


• Scientists say it was the 
world’s largest predator 
and large enough to eat a 
cow or a human easily. It 

likely fed on large turtles or 
crocodiles while spending 
most of its time in water. 


from at least 60 of the monster 
snakes were uncovered. 

At first scientists labelled 
the fossils as being vertebrae 
from a crocodile, but a gradu¬ 
ate student noticed there was 
a difference. 

A student interning with 
the Smithsonian eventu¬ 
ally discovered the snake’s 
skull. The specimen broke 
the previous record for 


snake length by 11 feet. 

Scientists figure the snake 
weighed about 2,500 pounds. 
It was found near fossilized 
plants, giant turtles the size of 
a kitchen table and other crea¬ 
tures dating to more than 60 
million years ago in the Paleo- 
cene era after the dinosaurs. 

Until the discovery in the 
coal mine, there were few 
opportunities to find signs 
of the prehistoric life of 
tropical rainforests because 
thick vegetation blocked 
any archaeological exped¬ 
ition, said Jonathan Bloch, a 
paleontologist at the Florida 
Museum of Natural History 
at the University of Florida 
in Gainesville where scien¬ 
tists continue to study the 
full set of fossils.

Italy faces 
‘Viagra strike' 
over reforms 

Hospital pharmacists 
are threatening to cut 
Italians off from their 
Viagra unless the govern¬ 
ment amends its plans to 
reform professions that 
have high-entry barriers. 

Union official Loredana 
Vasselli said pharmacists 
decided to focus the pro¬ 
test on Viagra because it is 
a sought-after drug whose 
absence “does not put pa¬ 
tients’ health at risk.” 

Pharmacists will stage 
a series of labour actions 
during April, culminating 
with the so-called “Viagra 
strike” if their complaints 
are not redressed. 

One group protested 
Thursday outside Parlia¬ 
ment under the banner 
“No Viagra, No Party.”

Never too late 


Once-illiterate 
lobsterman,93, 
publishes book 

The Portuguese-born James 
Arruda Henry had plenty to 
be proud of as a U.S. lobster- 
boat captain who managed 
to build his own house and 
raise a family. But he kept a 
secret into his ’90s, one that 
forced him to bluff his way 
through life. 

Henry was illiterate. He 
couldn’t even read restau¬ 
rant menus; he’d wait for 
someone else to place an 
order and get the same 
food. Most of his family 
had no idea. 

Now he’s 98, and his 
self-published collection 
of autobiographical essays 
is being read in elemen¬ 
tary schools. In A Fisher¬ 
man’s Language details 
his barefoot beginnings 
in Portugal, life in a tene¬ 
ment in Rhode Island, box¬ 
ing as a young man and 
his adventures at sea.

Former CEO Jim Balsillie 
resigns from board 


Research in Motion says for¬ 
mer co-CEO Jim Balsillie, the 
hockey-loving executive who 
for years helped build the 
BlackBerry into a global force 
in the smartphone industry, 
has resigned from the board. 

The announcement, sym¬ 
bolic of the changes afoot at 
Canada’s reigning technology 
leader, came along with a finan¬ 
cial report that fell short of ana¬ 
lysts’ already low expectations. 

The company announced 
from its headquarters in Wat¬ 
erloo, Ont., that it had a loss 
in the final quarter of its 2011 
financial year, rather than the 
profit that had been expected, 
as a result of writing down 
some of its assets. 

Sales of the BlackBerry 
were also below many analysts’ 
expectations. The company, 
which usually provides guid¬ 
ance about where it expects 
revenue and profit will be in 
the near future, said it was dis¬ 
continuing that practice. 

Research In Motion also said 
it is undertaking a strategic 
review of its alternatives — a 
term that can sometimes mean 
major changes for a company, 
such as a sale or merger — a 
process that has essentially

Supreme Court denies final appeal in Livent case 



It wasn’t the finale Garth Drab- 
insky would have scripted. The 
Supreme Court lowered the 
curtain on his long-running 
legal drama Thursday, leaving 
the former head of Livent Inc. 
to serve out his fraud sentence 
behind bars. 

The man who brought 
lavish spectacles such as The 
Phantom of the Opera to the 
public assumed a starring role 
in a courtroom drama about 
falsified financial statements 
that dragged on for 14 years. 

He saw his last chance to 
overturn his conviction dashed 
when the high court declined 
to hear his appeal. 


An Ontario lower court 
found Drabinsky and business 
partner Myron Gottlieb guilty 
of two counts of fraud in 2009 
and sentenced the former im¬ 
presarios to seven and six years 
behind bars respectively. 

The Ontario Court of Ap¬ 
peal upheld the convictions 
last September, but shaved two 
years off each man’s sentence. 

Drabinsky’s lawyer, Edward 
Greenspan, could not immedi¬ 
ately be reached for comment. 

Thursday’s decision marks 
the final act of a saga that’s 
dragged on for the 14 years 
since Livent’s collapse. 

The company, which was 


once the toast of Canada’s 
theatrical scene and helped 
bring blockbuster productions 
such as Showboat to Toronto, 
filed for bankruptcy in 1998. 
Livent’s demise cost its invest¬ 
ors approximately $500 mil¬ 
lion. 

Court found the company 
had been falsifying financial 
statements since 1989 in a bid 
to lower expenses and keep 
pace with lofty earnings projec¬ 
tions. 

In 2009, trial judge Maiy 
Lou Benotto imposed a sen¬ 
tence that took into account 
the magnitude of the com¬ 
pany’s downfall. 


However, since it was never 
clear to what extent the fraud 
was to blame for the com¬ 
pany’s collapse, the Appeal 
Court said the losses don’t 
provide an accurate means of 
assessing the fraud’s impact or 
the severity of the punishment 
for the people behind it. 

Drabinsky and Gottlieb 
began serving their prison sen¬ 
tences last September. Both 
men remain in jail, though 
Gottlieb is expected to be 
eligible for day parole this 
summer while Drabinsky can 
apply before the end of the 
year.

Chinese 
workers on 
illegal 
overtime: 
Auditor 

The Chinese workers 
who often spend more 
than 60 hours per week 
assembling iPhones and 
iPads will have their 
overtime curbed and 
their hourly wages raised 
after a labour auditor 
hired by Apple inspected 
their factories. 

The Washington-based 
Fair Labor Association 
says Hon Hai Precision 
Industry Co., the Taiwan¬ 
ese company that runs 
the factories, is commit¬ 
ting to reducing weekly 
work time to the legal 
Chinese maximum of 49 
hours. 

That limit is routinely 
ignored in factories 
throughout China. Auret 
van Heerden, the CEO of 
the FLA, said Hon Hai is 
the first company to com¬ 
mit to following the legal 
standard. 

Apple’s and FLA’s own 
guidelines call for work 
weeks of 60 hours or less. 

The FLA found that 
many workers at the Hon 
Hai factories want to 
work even more over¬ 
time so they can make 
more money. Hon Hai, 
also known as Foxconn, 
told the FLA that it will 
raise hourly salaries to 
compensate workers for 
the reduced hours.

regal. Collins was perfectly 
fine, though her role con¬ 
sisted mostly of reacting to 
other characters and reiterat¬ 
ing the movie’s main themes. 
But Roberts lost me when she 
couldn’t keep up what I can 
only imagine is supposed to 
be a British accent for more 
than a couple of sentences. 
The performance was all over 
the place, and honestly I just 
wanted her to be meaner. 

RC: Was she supposed to be 
doing an English accent? I ask 
rhetorically. Not since Kevin 
Costner’s Robin Hood has the 
Standard British accent taken 
such a mauling. What she 
does to the Queen’s English 
is evil enough, she doesn’t 
need to be any cruder to get 
the point across. 

NE: Overall, this was an un¬ 
fortunate mix of risky and 
safe moves, with not enough 
of the former.

Habs axe GM Gauthier 
after dismal season 

New direction. Team 
adviser and franchise 
icon Bob Gainey also 
leaving his post 


The struggling Montreal Cana- 
diens have fired general man¬ 
ager Pierre Gauthier and parted 
ways with franchise icon Bob 
Gainey, saying the direction 
of the storied franchise had to 
change. 

The NHL team announced 
the Gauthier firing first in a 
terse statement, ahead of a 
news conference with owner 
Geoff Molson. 

Bob Gainey, whom Gauthier 
succeeded as GM, is also leaving 
his role as a team adviser, Mol¬ 
son told the news conference. 
Gainey and Gauthier are long¬ 
time Mends. 

Serge Savard, another Habs 
icon, will serve as an adviser to 
Molson in the search for a new 
GM. 

Molson praised the Cana- 
diens’ fans and spoke about 
restoring the team to its former 



glory, pointing to a stockpile of 
draft picks and promises of ac¬ 
quiring new talent. 

“We need to remember that 
our fans want us to win, per¬ 
iod,” Molson said. “Our organ¬ 
izational culture is to support 
and adopt this passion for vic¬ 
tory.

Gauthier paid the price for
